OHIO AND IOWA. 


An Unexpected Turn of the 
Electoral Wheel. 


Ohio Elects a Democratic Governor---The Leg- 
isiature in Doubt---A Republican Sweep 
in lowa- -Sherman’s Plurality 
Probably 15,000. 


A Close Vote, with Chances of Dem- 
ocratic Success. 

CoLumsvs, Oct. 10.—At midnight the 
result on the State ticket and the Leg- 
islature is in doubt. Chairman Barger, 
of the Democratic Committee, says he 
thinks their majority will be about 7,000 
on the State ticket and that they will 
carry the Legislature. The Republi- 
cans expect to elect the Legislature by 
afew hundred, but conceds that it de 

pends on the results at Cincinrati and 
Cleveland. The returns are so meagre 
that nether committee is over confident. 


Hoadly’s Chances. 
Cincinnati, Oct. 10.—Hon. Edgar M, 
Johnson, Judge Hoadly’s partner, 


claims that he has private dispatches 
showing large Democratic gains in Lu- 
cas and Montgomery counties. He says 
the Democrats also have the Legislature. 


Fornanker’s Chances. 

Cincinnati, Oct. 10.—The Commer- 
cial-Gazette,. in its last edition this 
morning, says the impression prevails 
that Hoadly is elected Governor by from 
four or five to eight thousand majority. 
Full returns may give a different result, 
but the outlook is favorable. The Leg- 


islature is in doubt, but is claimed by 
both sides. The second amendment 
vote is large, but it probably will be de- 
feated by the Cincinnati vote. 
ing the returns is in confusion in. this 
county, owing to very late work. The 
morning newspapers have barely a sug- 
gestion of the detailed vote. Every- 
body is worn out and the progress is 
slow. 

CincinnaTI, Oct. 10 —Mr. Halstead, 
of the Commercial-Guazette, says Fora- 
ker will have a small majority and the 
Republicans will. have the Legislature 
by a close vote. He gives praise to the 
German Republicans for. their faithful- 
‘ness. A private dispatch says Van 
Wert county gives Foraker 100 majority ; 
in Highland county Foraker is running 

considerably ahead of his ticket. 


Heavy Republican Gains, but not 
Enough. 

CotumpBvs, Oct. 10.— Returns received 
from 705 wards and precincts give a net 
Repub ican gain of 4,890. At this rate 
of increase, based upon the number of 
voting places in the State, the Repub- 
lican gain in the State will be about 
12,000, which would elect Hoadly, 
figuring the total vote received with the 
probable total vote in the State, and it 
increases Republican gains. Itis im- 
possible to determine who is elected to- 
night, but the chances appear to favor 
Hoadly. 
The Vote for the Second Ameund- 

ment. 

Toxuepo, Oct. 10.—Owing to a great 
amount of scratching the returns from 
the city and county, up to 1 a. m., are 
meagre, but show that the Democrats 
will probably elect their entire county 
ticket by a fair majority. The Demo- 
crats here claim the State by 20,000 ma- 
jority on the Governor and nearly the 
same figures on the balance of the State 
ticket. The Republicans very gener- 
ally concede the loss of the State but 
claim larger gains in certain localities. 
The vote for the second amendment, 
though heavy, fell short of the anticipa- 
tions of its friends. Full returns will 
not be in before morning. In twenty- 
two wards and seven precincts the net 
Republican gain is 3567. The total vote 
is 182,618 tor the second amendment. 

12,000 Majority Claimed for Hoadly. 
Cotumsus, O., Oct., 10.—Hoadly’s 
majority in the State will be about 12,- 
000. The Legislature is doubtful, but 
the chances are in favor of the Demo- 
crats. No cne has figured on the second 
amendmeut to-day, and no reliabie in- 
formation is avai able..

Democratic Gains Claimed in Sey- 
oral Counties. 

DusvavkE, Ia.,. Oct. 10.—Dubuque city 
goes 1700 majority for Kinne and the 
county will give him 3500 majority. All 
the Democratic county ticket is elected 
by a majority equally large. All advices 
received here up to 12:0’clock show large 
Democratic gains. Dispatches received 
at Republican headquarters concede the 
election of Wood (Dem.) to the Legis- 
lature in Floyd county; of Gilliland 
(Dem,) in Chickasaw; of Oaks ( Dem.) 
in Winnesheick, and of Comss (Dem.) 
in Wellington. 

State Cunceded to the Republicans. 
Des Morngs, Ia., Oct. 9.—One hun- 
dred and thirty-three precincts show a 
net Republican loss of 1055. In 56 pre- 
cincts Hayes runs some 400 votes ahead 
of his ticket. Taking these figures for 
a basis it is estimated that Sherman’s 
plurality will not be less than 20,000 in 
the State. Reed, for Judge, will proba- 
bly run 400 behind his ticket, owing to 
a feeling in some quarters on the ques- 
tion of prohibition. There is no doubt 
that the Legislature is strongly Repub- 
lican. The Democratic State Commit- 
tee have closed their quarters and gone 
home. They concede that the State and 
Legistature will be Republican. Noth- 
ing definite has been heard from the

Republican Estimates. 
Des Moines, Iowa, Oct. 10.—The Re- 
publican State Committee claim the re- 
sult to be as follows: 30,000 gives Sher- 
man’s plurality and 25,000 Judge Reed’s.

The Anuual Statement Shows Great 
Prosperity--Figures Speak. 

New York, Oct. 10.—The annual re- 
port of President Green, of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, shows 
the company to be in a very flatteripg 
condition, financially. ‘The company 
holds securities in various telegruph, 
telephone and other companies, the 
marketable value of which is now over 
$10,000,000; and, according to report, 
most of the securities are appreciating 
rapidly in value. These securities do 
not represent stocks in telegraph com- 
panies leased to the Western Union 
Company. Most of these are owned by 
it, aggregating some $2,000,000 more.

The company has 432,726 miles of 
wire; 2,917 offices; 40,681,177 mes- 


sages were handled during the year; the 
receipts were $1,945,490,208, against 
$1,711,416,592 last year. ‘Expenses fcr.

San Francisco, Oct. 10.—The report- 
ed death from yellow-fever at Piedmont, 
near Oakland, of George F. Rogers, 
is denied, it being stated by the ductor 
who attended him that he died from 
aneurism,

The rumor says the nurse 
lbas been ashore, that she has no patient 
in her charge, and that the man who is 
still supposed to be aboard the” quaran- 
tined lighter is the man who died in 
Piedmont and was buried from Oak- 
land.

AMONG THE ‘TROT TERS. 


Horse Talk from the Biae- 
Grass Region of Keniucky. 
Frem Harper’s October.] 

General Withers’ principal stable is 
a kind of horse cathedral. This is 
by no means common. Many a fine 
— almost as much the pride 

pet of its owner’s family as 
if they were of Arab stock, is led out 
from but shabby quarters. The sta- 
bles of the region are clean and whole- 
some, but do not incline to fantastic 
elegances of adornment, such as are 
growing in favor among ourselves in 
the northern oities. Here the light 
strikes down upon us through colored 
glass windows, the whole interior is 
faced up with hard woods, and the 
floor of the principal aisle, or naive, 
strewn with soft straw for exhibiting 
the paces of the animal upon, could 
not be neater if it were that of a 
drawing-room. The main dimension 
is 155 feet, and this is crossed by a 
transept of 100. The stalls are to- 
wards sixteen feet square. They have 
outer as well asinner doors for egress, 
in case of fire, a1.d theseare never kept 
locked. Little or no f ncy iron work 
in the way of stable fittings is used, 
wooden racks and mangers being pre- 
ferred. Wide open spaces over the 
partitions and transom ventilators 
carry off all odors. The clean hay is 
piled in mows above, and the corn 
and oats slide down by traps into con- 
venient bins. Then there is a place 
for sulkies and road wagons, a harness 
room and a harness-mending room, and 
a great collection of the mysterious 
looking boots and weights used in 
breaking in the trotter. Near by a 
little court-yard i is reserved as a hos- 
pital, andin it stand afew animals_ 
awaiting dolefully the end of their 
woes. 

“Tam no great believer 1n veterin- 
ary doctors,’ says our host. ‘They 
kill more than they cure. I blanket 
my patients, protect them from sud- 
den extremes of the weaher, and give 
but little medicine. That is my sys- 
tem.” 

Visitors sit comfortably i in chairs. in 
the cathedral-like stable, and the 
horses are brought out before them. 

Each blue grass breeder of promi- 
nence has his reguiarly printed cata- 
logue of stock revised yearly, gener- 
ally with a wood-cut of the best stal- 
lion on the cover. Some, as General 
Withers, insert the selling prices from 
which ‘no deviation” is advertised. 
In looking over such a catalogue, 
from $400 up to $2,000 are found 
to be demanded for the younger ani- 
mals, with proportionately mure for 
vider ones than could be at once made 
useful. .But when a horse has really 
entered the ranks of the great “flyers,” 
there is hardly any limit to his value, 
Ove with a record of 2:30 may be es 
timated 
$10,000. From 2:30 down to 2:20 
$1000 may be added for each succes- 
sive second. When we come into the 
teens, and near the head of the record, 
juggling with gold and diamonds is 
Coarse occupation in comparison. 
Mr. Bonner is said to have paid 
$33,000 for Dexter, and $36,000 for 
Rarus, and Mr. Vanderbilt $20,000 for 
Maud 8. But this last was before she 
had made her great time; now that 
she has made it, you are told confi- 
deutially that a person stands ready 
to draw his check willingly for $75,000 
whenever he can get a horse that will 
lead her, and give him the distinction 
of having the fastest trotter in the 
world.

Two Robbing Games at the Races 
Nipped in the Buda. 
In past years our annual racing week 
at Agricultural Park has been regularly 
disgraced by open gambling and the as- 
sembling of gamblers, thieves and cut- 
throats from every part of the State. 
This year, it was hoped, the Agricultu 
ral Society would take strong measures 
to suppress these scoundrels, who ‘‘toil 
not, neither do they spin.’’ But sud- 
denly the community was shocked to 
h ar that the Society had taken $300 
and given the privilege of . robbing peo- 
ple to two of the most notorious gam- 
blers in our midst. One was opénly 
running what is called the ‘coffee-pot’’ 
or ‘cactus’ game, and the other was 
running, in a quiet back room, the elec- 


tric-table dice game. In both games 
the @sucker has no~ show to 
win, but is certain to be robbed in the 
most barefaced manner. 

The games are ‘‘dead-shot’’ games. 
Sheriff Currier, hearing of it, yesterday 
detailed Deputy Huber to look after the 
gamblers, and he did it, but they had 
closed their games before he arrived 
and no arrests were made. ‘These 
gambling gentry are now showing their 
permit from the Society to run the 
games, the consideration being $300, 
and the paper being signed by an offi- 
cer of the Agricultural Society. The is- 
suance of such a document, however, 
is clearly.in defiance of law and is a 
disgrace to Los Angeles county, and it 
is right that the present embargo on 
gambling be continued during the re- 
mainder of the races.
